Has Upper Hand

Many people in America feel that 


the British and French have a just 
cause, but American sympathy will 
be less pronounced if the London 
and Paris governments do not avail 
themselves o£ the opportunity this 
week to state exactly and precisely

on. and to state their -viewpoint 
persuasively. Certainly Herr Hit- 
ler has painted accurately the pic- 
ture of what .happens in a prolong- 
ed war and how no nation emerges 
a victor when economic ruins are 
surveyed. 


But, if Herr Hitler thinks a peace 


conference 
means 
surrender by 


Great Britain and France and that 
he does not have to make any-con- 
cessions, then a "peace" conference 
would appear to be merely a sim- 
ple "means of arranging for

capitulation of the allies. The Brit-

First of all, the British and 


French may -insist on a restoration 
of the Polish state—they can hardly 
do otherwise.

Crux of Idea 


Second, the allies must ask for 


some form of guarantee against a 
recurrence of the crises that have 
caused expensive mobilizations to 
be ordered in defense against Ger- 
man coercive threats. This really is 
the crux of the whole armistice 
idea. The British might even with- 
hold all other terms and might 
make a general promise to discuss 
everything, from a rearrangement 
of the colonial question to new ter- 
ritorial arrangements in Africa, but, 
above all, there must be a guaran- 
tee. 


Herr Hitler, m a dramatic ges- 


ture, may offer to resign and with- 
draw, leavnig Marshal Goering the 
supreme command. He may offer 
disarmament as part of a plan for a 
new form of collective security in 
Europe. But, at this moment, it is 
plain he wants to start a peace dis- 
cussion. The allies can lose nothing 
by falling in with these tactics be- 
cause delay works to the benefit of 
the British and French in a mili- 
tary and naval sense. 


Onge an armistice is agreed upon, 


however, the chances of a resump- 
tion of hostilities might be remote. 
For it is just as true today as it was 
last August that the peoples of 
Britain, France and Germany want 
peace and are willing to make sac- 
rifics of pride and possession to 
achieve it.

American Public Would Fight if Foreign Power 


Tried to Invade Canada, Gallup Survey Indicates

Princeton. N. X, OcL 8—If the neighboring Dominion of Canada, now 


at war with Germany, were actually invaded by any European nation, a 
nation-wide Institute survey indicates that the great majority of Ameri- 
can voters now say they would be in favor of using United States forces 
to aid the Canadians. 
Secondly, the same large majority say they \vould fight to defend 


Cuba, the Bahamas, Mexico or any other territory commanding the ap- 
proaches to the Panama Canal if any of these should be invaded from 
Europe. 
And finally, a small majority (53%) say that they think the United 


States should go to war to defend 
Brazil, Chile or any other South 
American nation from similar Euro- 
ean assault.

Whether or not the present fight- 


ing in Europe raises the danger of 
actual invasion for the Western 
Hemisphere is a question for mili- 
tary experts. The public's deter- 
mination to defend its neighbors— 
as well as its own continental areas 
—may never be put to the test. 


But the survey indicates that the 


American public, no less than many 
American military authorities, be- 
lieve there are interests in the At- 
lantic arena for which they would 
be willing to fight. The voters are 
apparently in favor of renewing the 
warning of President James Mon- 
rot. delivered 116 years ago, that 
any new attempt to extend Euro- 
pean systems to the American con- 
tinents will be regarded as "dan- 
gerous to our peace and safety" 


The survey indicates, moreover, 


that a majority of Americans are 
back of President Roosevelt's pledge 
to defend Canada, a pledge enun- 
ciated only this year at Kingston. 
Ontario, where President Roosevelt 
said: 


"I give to you assurance that the 


people of the United States will not 
stand idly by 
if domination of 


Canadian soil is threatened by any 
other empire." 


In its survey the Institute put 


three questions to a representative 
cross-section of the voters in each 
of the 48 states. The questions and 
the answers of voters throughout 
the country •with opinions are:

While an average of one person in 


eight (13^c) was undecided or with-, 
out an opinion on the question of 
aiding countries in South Amer- 
ica against an actual attack, only 
one person in nine was undecided 
about the United States' position in 
case of an attack in the Caribbean 
and only one in fourteen (7%) re- 
garding an invasion of Canada. 


The reasons why many Americans 


are less concerned about 
South 


America than about Canada ana 
the Canal Zone are twofold, the 
survey comments show. First and 
foremost is the feeling that South 
American countries are "too far 
away" to represent the same mili- 
tary threat to American life and 
property. Second is the belief that 
South American countries should 
look after their own defense. 


Institute surveys, conducted over 


the past two years, show that con- 
cern for South American defence 
has increased sharply since the re- 
newal of German, Italian and Rus- 
sian military activity in Europe. 


In February, 1938, before the 


German advances into Austria and 
Czecho-Slovakia, the Institute found 
only one American in every three 
willing to fight to defend South 
American nations from European 
attack. But by December one Amer- 
ican in every two bad come to be- 
lieve American intervention would 
be necessary if one of the Latin 
American nations were attacked.

Hitler's peace proposal is that 


cast of the Maginot Line the destiny 
of Europe shall be determined by 
'Stalin and himself, that outside of 
Europe the former German colonies 
shall be restored to him. 


If the proposal is seriously consid- 


ered, the United States would, of 
course, have no standing in, and 
could have no position on, the ques- 
tion of eastern Europe. It has no di- 
rect interest But in the discussion 
of the colonial question the United 
States would have a very important 
interest For the return of the Ger- 
man colonies on the west coast of 
Africa would place Hitler's navy. 
nearer to South America, and par- 
ticularly to Brazil, than our t>wn 
Navy. The matter would concern us 
all the more since, for as long as we 
can now see ahead, the Navy must 
remain in the Pacific, and it would 
require many years to construct an- 
other Navy capable of defending 
our communications with the great 
countries of South America. 


Our concern would be dictated by 


elementary considerations of nation- 
al defense: for our supplies of rub- 
ber and tin we are entirely depen- 
dent upon the safety of sea com- 
munications with the British and 
Dutch possessions in the Far East 
and with Brazil; for manganese, 
which is a critical raw material in 
the manufacture of steel, we are de- 
pendent on'Brazil, on British West 
Africa and India, and on Russia. As 
Maj. Eliot has pointed out, the dis- 
tance from our outermost base at 
St Thomas to the Brazilian manga- 
nese mines in Minas Geraes is 3,700 
miles. That is considerably farther 
than the distance from the United 
States to Europe. The establishment 
of Nazi Germany as a naval power 
in the south Atlantic at a time when 
our own Navy is compelled to re- 
main on guard irt the Pacific is, 
therefore, a matter about which no 
one can be indifferent if he is con- 
cerned with the defense of this 
hemisphere; 


Eastern Europe is 
manifestly 


.within the rule laid down by George 
Washington that "Europe has a set 
of primary interests which to us 
have none or a very remote rela- 
tion." But what happens in the At- 
lantic Ocean falls within the set of 
our primary interests. Therefore, 
apart from its human and cultural 
implications, the situation in east- 
ern Europe concerns this country 
only as it bears upon the question 
whether the Allies can be forced or 
persuaded by Hitler to lay down 
their arms and share with him their 
naval control of the Atlantic Ocean. 
Hitler-Stalin Relationship

la Yet To Be Explained 
! 


When we examine the bearing of 


the eastern European situation on 
the general position of the Allies, it 
is evident that any judgment de- 
pends upon an estimate as to what 
are the real relations between Hit- 
ler and Stalin. But those relations 
are a secret, and what the Nazis and 
Communists have said about them 
is not at all informative. The only 


^ chance' we have of piercing the se- 
i'jlcret is when Stalin or Hitler-plays a 


card, that is makes an actual move 
rather than a rhetorical declaration. 


When we do see the card, we may 


be able to begin to infer what are 
some of the other cards that each 
holds in his hand. Such inferences 
would have to be based on what we 
know from the past about the more 
or less permanent objectives of Rus- 
sian and German imperialism, and 
modified by our estimate of the 
mentality of the Nazi and Bolshe- 
vik revolutions. 


The cards that have been played 


thus far are the various lines of de- 
marcation between the two armies 
of occupation plus the Russian dip- • 
lomatic advance into the 
Baltic j 


states. Now it is interesting and j 
probably significant that since the 
Russian mobilization three differ- 
ent lines of demarcation have been 
announced. The first was announc- 
ed in Moscow; it did not bring the 1 
Russians as far west as either of the | 
later lines. The second brought the j 
Russians to the suburbs of Warsaw, j 
and within easy reach of the Ger- 
man military base in East Prussia. 
The third line, which was announc- 


Speecli 
ed after the second visit of Ribben- 
trop to Moscow, moves the Russians 
back a considerable distance. 


A careful study of the difference 


between the second and the third 
lines will -disclose, I believe, that 
the Russians have adopted, at least 
provisionally, as their frontier in 
Poland the co-called Curzon line of 
1919, that is to say the line which 
the British experts at the peace con- 
ference thought was the proper 
frontier of Poland. 
The territory 


that the Russians are occupying was 
not assigned to Poland in .the Ver- 
sailles settlement; it- is territory 
conquered by the Poles some years 
after the peace conference. 


It is trritory inhabited by White 


Russians and Ukrainians, members 
of the Greek Orthodox church, wittT 
only a minqrHy of Roman Catholic 
Poles. This would seem to signify 
that Stalin has chosen to share in 
the partition of the Polish state but 
not in a partition of the .Polish na- 
tion, and that he has been careful 
to arrange matters so that the Po- 
lish problem will remain a ques- 
tion between Hitler, the Allies, and 
the Polish people. 
Stalin Holds Land He 
Doesn't Mean to Keep? 


If 'we study the 
northern and 


southern ends of the'present Russo- 
German line, it seems highly prob- 
able that at the two ends the fron- 
tier is provisional. This is the opin- 
ion of Mr. John F. Waterman, ex- 
pressed in a letter to "The New 
York Times" this week, and Mr. 
Waterman, who is clearly a stu- 
dent of the region, makes out a 
very plausible case that in the 
north, toward Lithuania and Lat- 
via, and in the south in eastern 
Galicia, Stalin has 
advanced be- 


yond his permanent frontier, and 
is occupying more territory than he 
mfens to keep. 


For as Mr. 
Waterman argues, 


neither north nor in the south is 
the frontier as now drawn strate- 
gically secure. In the north, it places 
Russia in a position to strike at 
East Prussia; in the south, it places 
Russia in a salient which would be 
a military trap for the Russian 
Army. 


The chances are, therefore, that 


Hitler has provisionally agreed to 
the bad military frontier on the 
north as a pledge that he will not 
interfere with Stalin while Russia 
is establishing herself in Estonia, 
Latvia, and Finland as a naval 
power in the Baltic; and that he 
has agreed to the provisional occu- 
pation of eastern' Galicia (since he 
cannot help himself at the moment 
while he has a war in the west) as 
a screen behind which Stalin can 
establish himself in Rumania and 
bar German access to the Black sea. 
When that has been done, Stalin 
will presumably withdraw from the 
east Galician salient 


On the basis if this analysis we 


are perhaps entitled to speculate a 
little further. We may ask. for ex- 
ample, what is the probable attitude 
of Stalin tow,ard Hitler; on the one 
hand and toward the Allies on the 
other. As regards Hitler, it is evi- 
dent that Stalin has used the war to 
establish the best military frontier 
that Russia has ever had. The fron- 
tier of 1914, which included Po- 
land, was indefensible by the Rus- 
sians as it proved again to be by 
the Poles; the Russian frontier be- \ 
fore the present war was open to a 
German invasion both through the 
Baltic states toward Leningrad anc 
through the Polish Ukraine into 
the Russian Ukraine. The new fron- 
tier is the only good military fron- 
tier in that part of the world. 


Having achieved that frontier, it 


is clearly Stalin's interest that Hit- 
ler should not be so victorious that 
he can turn on Russia and resume 
the great ''ambitions 
described in 


"Mem 
Kampf." Stalin croi have no 


doubt that "the crusade against Bol- 
shevism" can be resumed as easily 
as it was abandoned. On the other 
hand, it would seem also to be 
Stalin's interest that France and 
Great Britain 
would 
not be able 


ever again to reconstruct the post- 
war Poland 
and 
Rumania, that 


Italy should not recover any im- 


portant sphere of Influence in cen- 
tral Europe and the Balkans, that 
Great Britain should not have a 
position in Turkey, which makes 
her a naval power in the Black sea.

We may guess, therefore, that 


Stalin will wish Hitler to survive 
but not that Hitler should crush the 
Allies, and that he will wish the 
Allies to weaken Hitler but not so 
much that Hitler is overthrown by 
a German .conservative 
counter- 


revolution. Stalin must fear a vic- 
torious Hitler; he must also fear a- 
new Germany which returned to 
the western world and withstood 
the advance of Bolshevism. 


If this is Stalin's policy, it is very 


awkward indeed 
both for Hitler 


and for the Allies. It means that 
Hitler has lost to Stalin the great 
design of his life, the establish- 
ment of a German empire in the 
east. The "German living space," 
which seemed within Hitler's grasp 
after Munich, is largely closed to 
him by the Russian 
advance into 


Europe. Moreover, the bargain with i 
Stalin has deprived Hitler of his 
chief diplomatic instrument in the 
western world, namely the claim 
that he is the 
great champion 


against Communism. One has only 
to observe the attitude of National- 
ist Spain, 'Fascist Italy, and of the 
Vatican to see what Hitler has lost 
and how he has become morally 
isolated. 


Nevertheless, though Hitler has; 


suffered a political disaster in the 
east, the bulk 
of his army is 


available against the western Allies 
and the blockade is only partially 
effective. That is awkward for the 
Allies, For the only way in which 
Hitler can now expand is toward 
the west, at the expense of the Al- 
lies, and 
the 
colonial demands 


which he put forward in his speech 
therefore take on a new signifi- 
cance. Once, when his eyes were on 
the Ukraine, the colonies were per- 
haps bargaining points; now, with; 
the door closed to bis empire in 
eastern Europe, an overseas em- 
"pire is the only empire he can con- 
template. 


For while Hitler argued in his 


speech that if he were allowed to

Safety Belt Proposition 
Widely Misunderstood 


This safety belt proposition is 


widely misunderstood. 
It is not 


an attempt to push the technical 3- 
mile limit hundreds of miles out 
to sea. In the strictly legal sense, 
that limit is left just where it was 
placed by Jefferson who set it at 
three miles because that was as far 
as a cannon could shoot in his day. 
He placed the line just far enough 
out to make the shore safe from 
the heaviest guns of British and 
French men-of-war. We still leave 
it here although modern weapons 
of war have ranges that make the 
3-mile limit obsolete. 


It is not a change in the 3-mile 


limit, which still, technically, re- 
mains the limit of territorial waters. 
What was done in the declaration of 
Panama was to assert 
that the 


American republics have "special 
rights" in adjacent waters—extend- 
ing out considerably beyond that. 
The line has been set 200 to 300 
miles out to take in inter-American 
trade routes so that shipping be- 
tween North and 
South America 


may move back^ and forth within 
this protected area. The arrange- 
ment exempts British and French 
possessions in the western hem- 
isphere. It permits the warships of 
belligerents to travel within the 
safety zone and asks only that they 
behave themselves. -The purpose is 
to prevent hostilities within those 
waters.

The liability that matured to Kewau- 


nee county because of the defalcations of 
its county clerk will never be paid in full 
because the bondsmen for the errant offi- 
cial are financially unable to repair the 
damage he occasioned. 


Many will be surprised to hear of per- 


sonal signatures to official bonds. 
The 


last 50 years of education in this regard 
didn't seem to take root in Kewaunee 
county, and maybe elsewhere. There are 
perhaps many similar bonds 
that 
are 


worth but a small percentage of their face 
value if it became necessary to call on 
the 
bondsmen for fulfillment of their 


promises. 


We have corporate bonding companies 


that came into life just because so many 
personal bondsmen could not make good 
when the time of trouble came. Grad- 
ually our fathers and grandfathers con- 
cluded that if bonds were to mean any- 
thing at all something would have to be 
done about the fact that personal bonds 
too often didn't mean much. 


It is not merely the fact that when a 


corporation created for that purpose be- 
comes a bondsman payment will be made 
at 100 cents on the dollar but the cer- 
tainty of liability and the corporate ad- 
vantage of quick admission and prompt 
payment once that liability accrues, have 
all facilitated to lessen the injury of the 
original defalcation and repair the pub- 
lic damage in every respect possible. 


It is a weary imposition upon friends 


to ask them to sign bonds. Why should 
they risk their all to hold the public 
harmless from either a misstep of some 
public official or just a plain blunder, in 
many of which cases, too, there is liability? 


Individuals, though but vaguely realiz- 


ing, the lurking perils, do not like to sign 
bonds. 
But ofttimes they find it diffi- 


cult to refuse. They have been unable to 
protect themselves as the lawyers 
did 


years ago when the legislature saw fit to 
prohibit attorneys from signing certain 
bonds to relieve them of the embarrass- 
ment and danger of constantly 
going 


good for their clients. 


Our attention has been called to sev- 


eral instances in the Fox River valley 
where public servants have misappropri- 
ated funds 
Immediately upon notice the 


corporate bondsman dispatched an audi- 
tor to go through the books and investi- 
gate the facts. The auditor was business- 
like and thorough. 
He completed 
his 


work as quickly as possible. 
His inves- 


tigation supported the charge against the 
official. 
Just about as promptly as a 


check could be made out the bonding 
company replaced 
the 
misappropriated 


funds. The entire system is fair, just and 
sensible. It is supported by a small prem- 
ium paid by the good and bad alike. 


Most states provide a constant watch 


over the funds of the bonding companies 
which T>,ust be invested in a limited class 
of first rate securities so as to be avail- 
able when needed. Some states go to the 
extent 
of even 
compelling 
the cor- 


porate bondsman to deposit some of its 
securities with the state treasury as a fur-' 
ther safeguard against evil days. The cost 
of a bonding company is hardly felt and 
becomes quickly absorbed in creating a 
state of virtual certainly in respect to 
public lund"? 


The fact that, the bondsmen at Ke- 


waunee hurt themselves to the quick even 
in making a partial settlement on their 
habnnv is an evidence of their manhood 
and fmther proof of the great wrong 
done them by even permitting them to 
sign the bond. p.n act that is almost always 
gratuitous 


Aside from 
bonds that mature in a 


very short time such as bail the official 
bodies that now have authority to ap- 
prove !,r,nds should in the public interest 
warn individuals from signing such instru- 
ments. Kewaunee's experience 
suggests 


the advisability of an immediate search 
of publ'c bonds to ascfrtain befo^o the 
horse is rti'n whether thcrp is s''ffic:""t 
proper* '• available to nTvjt Jiah'l't" ,->"d 
to coup.-cl securing corporate bondsmen 
whenever possible.

can Citizens' alliance passed with- 
out event yesterday in contrast to- 
previous years when strong picket 
lines -were employed against the 
alliance by the American League 
for Peace and Democracy, the com- 
munist party and anti-nazi groups. 


Paul Knauer, alliance president, 


called upon members to stand firm- 
ly for their rights as American citi- 
zens. He declared sympathy with 
the fortunes of Germany in the 
present conflict, and added: 


"Our 
hearts are •warm toward the j 


German people." 


Knauer said 
"persecution" of 


German-Americans 
had. started 


again and declared the 550,000 bail 
set for Fritz Kuhn. German-Ameri- 
can bund leader charged with em- 
bezzling its funds, was unconstitu- 
tional. He asked alliance members 
to contribute to a "defense fund" 
to "help us to victory." 


Knauer added that no "persecu-

Creaks was this: at the time of an 
eclipse, the earth's shadow on tne 
moon is of rounded form. 


That reason is used as proof to 


this day. The best proof, however, 
has come from actual tests. Colum- 
bus led the way westward across 
the Atlantic, and'Magellan followed 
some years later. A number of Ma- 
gellan's sailors finished a trip clear 
around the globe. 
Columbus gave us our mistaken 


nam-» for the natives of the new 
wond. Supposing he had reachf-d 
India- or islands near India, he called 
the people "Indians." 


Columbus is one of the famous 


men in history, but many facts 
about his life 
are not certainly 


known. For example, we are nut 
sure where he was born. A dozen 
cities and villages 
in Italy have 


claimed him as a native son. Genoa 
perhaps has the best claim, since we 
know that he spent at least part ox 
his toyhood there. 


Another subject in dispute is the 


year in which Columbus was born. 
When he crossed the Atlantic in 
1492, he probably was not younger 
than 41 nor older than 46. .
